Rebecca Bailey 

Rebecca Lynn Bailey of Cullowhee, North Carolina, originally 
of Baton Rouge, Louisiana, is a 2008 graduate of Co-Lin where she 
led the softball team to a Runner-Up title in the NJCAA National 
Tournament (the highest finish of any sport in the history of the 
college). Bailey was named NJCAA First Team All-American, NJCAA 
First Team All-Region, and MACJC First Team All-State, while 
leading Co-Lin to an MACJC State Championship and a NJCAA 
Region 23 Championship title. She was also named to the NJCAA 
All-Tournament team. 

While playing the entire season with a torn ACL, Bailey established 
single season school records for strikeouts (221), saves (3), and tied 
the team record for wins (21). Her ERA was a miniscule 1.34 during 
her historic season, allowing only 26 walks in 162 innings pitched, 
holding her opponents to a .173 batting average.

Championship. Bailey was named the PSAC Pitcher of the Week and 
holds the school record for single game strikeouts (16). She graduated 
from Lock Haven University in 2014 with a degree in social work.

Following his NFL career, Bryant spent seven years as the defensive 
line coach at Miami Central High School and went to five state 
championships with the team. Bryant is currently the defensive line 
coach at Killian High School in Miami, Florida. Bryant and his wife 
Percylla have three children, India, Iyana, and Iniya.

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Have you ever been to a Co-Lin Wolf Pack football game? More 
specifically, have you been to one in the last half-century? If you 
have, you know the voice of Bradley Smith. 

In a world where change comes rapidly, and where cherished 


customs are cast aside like week-old newspapers, Bradley Smith, — 
as the public address announcer for the Co-Lin Wolves has been 


a remarkable constant. The Wolves’ recent Homecoming game — 


against Jones College wrapped up Smith's 50th consecutive season 
at the mic. 

“Co-Lin’s been good to me,” Smith said, “as has the town of 
Wesson. It’s been a great place to live, and to raise a family.” 

A 1971 graduate of Delta State University, the Brookhaven native 


was hired by Co-Lin as Director of Student Activities that summer. : 


When football season started, Smith took over the job as PA. 
announcer, a job he’s happily done ever since. 

“| had just graduated from college and was looking for a job,” 
Smith said “When Mr. Forrest Case, who was Dean of Students 
at the time, contacted me and suggested that | apply for this new 
position at Co-Lin. That’s what brought me to Wesson.” 

Smith’s time as the Wolf Pack public address announcer actually 
goes back further than 1971. Smith, who graduated from Co-Lin 
before going off to Delta State, was the football P.A. man during his 
sophomore year, in the fall of 1968. All told, Bradley Smith’s voice 
has been the voice of Co-Lin football for a total of 50 years. 

A good P.A. announcer, according to Smith, should not be noticed 
all that much. He or she should blend into the flow of the game, 
much like the clanging of shoulder pads or an official’s whistle. 
What is noticed, Smith says, is when the stadium announcer makes 
a mistake. 

“In my first year,” Bradley recalls with a grin, “a runner crossed 
midfield, and | said that he got ‘to the 51-yard line.’ The entire 
home crowd turned around, in unison, and stared straight at me.” 

Eventually, Smith would leave the Co-Lin faculty and staff and 
embark on a 33-year career in the banking business. He worked 
in banks in Wesson, Hazlehurst, and Brookhaven, but Smith and 
his wife Nena continued to live in Wesson, not far from the Co-Lin 
campus. That made it convenient for Smith to continue his P.A. 
duties. 

Bradley and Nena raised their children, Clay and Macie, in 
Wesson, and are now the proud grandparents of five grandchildren. 
Macie and husband J.D. Anderson live in Kingsport, Tennessee, 
and have three children. Clay and wife Carrie have two children. 
Clay has been the head baseball coach at Co-Lin for the last seven 
seasons. 

“That was thrilling,” Bradley said of son Clay becoming the 
Wolf Pack baseball coach. “He and Macie grew up on the Co-Lin

campus. He was that kid you'd see—like you still see— 
rolling down the hill at the south end of Stone Stadium 
during football games. 

“The (on-campus) house Clay and his family live in now, 
is the house Nena and | brought him home to, from the 
hospital. Having him back here—and seeing Grady and 
C.C. grow up in Wesson and at Co-Lin much like he did— 
is just great.” 

Clay Smith worked on the baseball staffs of Hill Denson 
and Corky Palmer at the University of Southern Mississippi, 
and later re-joined Denson at Belhaven, before taking the 
baseball position at Co-Lin. 

Bradley says that he has been blessed to see lots of great 


~ players, coaches, and teams during his time in the Co-Lin 


press box. 

“We've had plenty of guys to go on and be great players 
at the major college level,” he says, “and some to go on 
and have good careers in the NFL.” 

A legendary Lawrence County duo from the early 1970s, 
Willie Harold Harris and Emmett Madison, still rank among 
his personal favorites. 

“Those guys were electric,” Smith said. “They could go 
(for a touchdown) any time they touched the football. If the 
other team kicked or punted the ball to one of those guys, 
they were messing up.” 

As for specific games, Smith recalls the 1985 East Bowl, 
in which Co-Lin hosted Nassau Community College of
